NAPLES, Nov. 28 (.—A tidal wave 
sweeping in during a terrific storm, has 
devastated the Town-of Bagnara, in 
Calabria, near’ the Strait of Messina. 
The nearby Port of: Monteleone di Cala- 
bria also suffered heavily..No. estimate 
of casualties is available. 

The ‘populations of both these towns 
fied in terror from their. homes. Houses 
were torn down from their foundations 
by @ deluge caused by rain and incom- 
ing’ sea water. Waves of great. height 
are reported. A few tugs are known to 
have been sunk. 

Bagnaya has @ population of about 
7,500 and Monteleone about 10,000. 

The storm was general along the 
southwestern Italian coast and Northern 
Sicily. Many parts of the en 
suffered heavy damage. 

The greatest. force of the storm was 
felt in Sidily. and the Province of Cala- 
bria, -Many persons are known to have 
been injured and scores of homes dam- 
aged, Communications wére disrupted. 
railway tracks being washed out, and

TO GIVE OUT JOBS 


Mayor-Elect Is Due Dec. 7 and 
Olvany Will Have Tenta- 
tive Slate Ready.’

NEW CITY CHARTER LIKELY

Walker will teave heté next Saturday 
on the steamship Alexander, and is: due 
to arrive in New York on Monday, Dee. 
“ Fedd@y- to take up with the leaders 
‘of Tathmany thé question of ‘abp>int- 
ments to posts In, his admiinistration, 
Mr: *Walker has ‘given little thought. 
during his Florida visit to appointivents 
or_other problems that-will confront him 
on Jan. 1; but has: béen: occupied ina 
round of social. engagements: He ex- 
pects to find. that a tentative “alate” 
has been prepared for-him by George 
W. Olvany, leader of Tammany; Gov- 
ernor Smith and other party chiefs, but, 
in accordance with an arrangement 
made at the time of his nomination, 
this slate may be arranged and rear- 
ragged after his return to New ToEE. 

The understanding s of 
Mr. Walker’s party is thet he will have 
the last. word on all appointments. He 
has informed Tammapy leaders that his 
administration will be.a Tammany ad- 
ministration and that nearly all his ap- 
pointments will be of organization mien 
and women, but he has reserved the 
right to reject any of the suggestions 
for appointments that may be made if 
the candidates do not suit him, and to 
call for a new list of namés from ihe 
Tammany organization. 

‘Mr, Walker has. given practically .no 
thought to.the selection of a Police Hom- 
missioner and hopes that he will find a 
list of aspirants from whom he may 
make ah appointment on his. return. 
According to “is friends, the Mayor-elect 
is insistent that the new Police Com- 
missioner shall be a man who knows 
New York City and is able to make and 
keep it a “clean” town. No Commis- 
sioner will be named, it. is- said,’ until 
Mr. Walker has had a‘ talk with him 
and-found»that his views have the same 
general trend as his own. 

Mr. Walker will-name the staff of the 
Mayor’s office without consultation ‘with 
the. Tammany organization. The ‘new 
secretary to the.

Nothing very remarkable or unusual 
has taken place in the course of chang- 
ing industry in China from the old to 
the néw basis. The evolution takes here 
almost exactly the same course and ex- 
hibits almost exactly the same reactions 
as did the growth of factory and me- 
chanical industrialism tn the West. It 
is. the, old fight of capital and labor 
over again:in a new atmosphere, There 
is nothing new in-‘principle. Only the 
comparative standards are different... 

The World War had the same broad 
effects on wages and living standards in 
China as in America and Europe: The 
proportionate rise Is almost exactly 
parallel, _Wages in China today average 
about double what they were in 1914; in 
many places they have more than 
doubled. 

Everything which one buys and uses 
and does costs two to three times more 
than the same things did-in 1914.

TELLS ABOUT STATION WORK 


Hiustrated Pamphiet Explains Pur- 
pose of State Research. , 


Officials.of the New York State Agri- 
cultiural Experiment ‘Station at Geneva 
have récently made. available for distri- 
bution an illustrated pamphlet entitled 
“A Few Facts About the Station and Its 
Work.” The principal“lines of work 
under way at the station are briefly de- 
scribed in an effort to give the public 
some idea of what the‘research workers 
on the station staff are attempting to do 
for New York farmers. 

“The. station was established ‘for the [ 
purpose of promoting agriculture in its 
various: branches by scientific investiga- 
tion and experiment,’ ’’ says the intro- 
ductory statement to the pamphlet. ‘‘The 
chief work of the station, then, has been 
to study in a scientific way the problems 
confronting the farmers of the State. To 
accomplish this, suitable buildings and 
laboratories have been provided, together 
with a farm of 246 acres. This farm is 
not In any sense, a “model farmni,’. but 
serves primarily as an outdoor labora- 
tory for the performance of experiments 
under field.conditions, A corps of highly 
trained . specialists, including chemists, 
bacteriologists, botanists, entomologists, 
horticulturists and. dairy specialists; is 
engaged in the study of numerous prob- 
lems relating to the soil, plant and ani- 
mal. nutrition, diseases and insects af- 
fecting plants, the propagation of !Im- 
a ge vericties of fruits ‘t= vegetables, 

management, . &c. all, more 
en eighty main lings of vais are now 
under way,’’

~MARACAIBO’S OIL FIELDS. 


After crossing the South American 
Continent from the mouth of the Ori- 
noco, THOMAS F. Leg, who describes in 
World’s Work “ the race for oil in Vene- 
zuela,” viewed “the saucer which holds 
“Maracaibo Bay, the lake and the oil 
“ fields” from an elevation of 4,000 feet 
above the sea. ._He saw hundreds of 
square miles of the tropics “ threaded by 
“sluggish rivers, a jungle steaming 
““ under the hot sun rays and covered 
“by an unnaturally blue sky,” <A geolo- 
gist told him ‘that nature had been “ at 
“work on that basin only a brief three 
_“ million years.” ._How long a time its 

treasure of petroleum had been awaiting 

the discoverer not-even a geologist could 

say exactly.. Five years ago this Vene- 
 zuelan field produced 600,000 barrels, 
and this year ‘it will give 20,000,000 

barrels to a world that is calculating how 

soon there will be no more petroleum. 

The Dutch Shell Company was first to 

invade Maracaibo in 1907. There was 

leisurely development until 1922, when 

“the great R-2 well blew in and poured 
out 1,000 barrels a day.” The Maracaibo 
boom was on. 
This’ Venezuelan’ oil region is“Narger 
than Belgium, and it is 140 miles nearer 
New York than Tampico. ‘Twenty Brit- 
ish, Dutch and American companies are 
prospecting and drilling. Cost of devel- 
opment is high, and only companies with 
great resources can operate. One ex- 
pert told Mr. Lee that “the. Mene- 
“ Grande field alone may produce more 
“ oil than all of:the California fields put 
“together.” A bold calculation, for their 
tally is nearly 2,000,000,000 barrels’ to 
date: Others are not as,-optimistic as 
this enthusiast. There are. problems:’ 

‘Labor, transportation, cutting through 

the jungle, keeping wells from sanding in 

after drilling, gétting the ofl out—political 
problems, for politicians the world over 
flock to the’ oil business. 

The transportation problem is most 
troublesome.

Not so many buyers. for retail stores 
were in the local dry goods market last 
week as in the week before, according 
to the special review of Claflins Incor- 
porated, Merchants throughout the 
country are now in the midst of their 
preparations for Christmas trade, and a 
general slowing down is looked for in 
the buying of merchandise other than 
that’ wanted for holiday purposes.. The 
bulk of the orders received: during: the 
week specified immediate or near-by de- 
livery, the review adds, and-it goea on: 

“As the holidays approach, the call for) 
merchandise..of a gift nature has be- 
come more urgent, causing another very 
busy wéek in the linen department. It 
is evident that many retailers have put 
off. providing for ‘their. Christmas re-

napkins to match—is ‘increasing in pro- 
portion, .Rayon .bedspreads continue to 
be immensely popular, and the demand 
is still keeping far ahead of deliveries, 
The sales on fancy, towels, both huck 
and ‘Turkish, were also satisfactory.

of, Marquis Massimo d’Azeglio, the 
brilliant. courteous aristocrat, sans 
peur et. sans reproche; concerning 
whom an impoftant biographical 
volume, ‘‘Massimo d’ Azeglio”’ (Rome: 
Anonima Romana Editoriale), has 
just appeared from the pen of Nunzio 
Vacculluzzo. 

Like ‘the .four, d’Azeglio was a 
Piedmontese, born at Turin- at the 
very lose of the eighteenth century. 
and. therefore a few years their 
senior. No porary equaled 
| him in, versatility. In youth he was 
| devoted to painting, music and lit- 
erature, then he became a. political 
writer’ and agitator, then a sofiier, 
then Prime Minister. Everything 
} that he did was done well-—though. 
| not. always supertatively well. 

His personality was extremely at- 
tractive, hia figure was good, he had 
the long, thin face which becomes 4 
man of noble blood; and. his manner 
wap simple and affable.. His tastes 
led him. beyond ‘the traditions of 
caste, of family and of party.. He 
was an independent spirit and in his 
patriotic réle he -acted as an anti- 
revolutionary revolutionist. 

D’ Azegiio’s early political writings 
Were, in their influence in arousing 
Italian national-feeling, second only 
to those of Gioberti and Balbo. He 
hated secret societies and could not 
accept Mazzint’s r itt of the 
GagEer as a political weapon Ww be 
used under desperate conditions. In- 
deed, he sought to convert the Maz- 
zinians and to legalize the revolu- 
tion, at/the same time checking in- 

pline. . 

In the campaign of 1848 agairist 
Italy’s sempiternal enemy, Austria, 
he fought heroically and was severe- 
ly wounded.

No sooner had the man of Locarno 
returned to Paris with the joy-bells 


_ ¥inging than there broke out in the 
“Balkans a confitet which might

gotten that for years before the great 


‘war Europe was looking uneasily to 


thie Near East, believing that it was 
there that the conflagration would 
begiti.

“But I.don't want any paid ap- 
plause,”’ replies the singer.

For $200 we can 
assure you that you will not be 
hissed: For $500 we will guarantee 
you half a dozen curtain calls. For 
$1,000 we can give you a dozen calls 
and promise that you will be a great 
success.”" Success for $1,000—that is 
a tempting offer, worthy of consid- 
eration by any young singer. 

It ts incredible the pains, trouble 
and expense to which some singers 
will go to arouse plaudits. I know 
of a retired Spanish tenor who during 
a long career used up half of his in- 
come in buying réclame. He squan- 
dered his money to create the ap- 
pearance of success. He paid dearly 
for “bravos’’' and doubtless set it 
down to promotion or advertising.

dium-sized schnauzer. His German 
standard has been followed by the 
Wire-haired Pinscher Club of Amer- 
fea. Salient features of this stand- 
ard, as decided.at the first meeting, 
include: General impression — the 
wire-haired pinscher is a robust, 
sinewy, more heavy set than slender 
dog, of a somewhat rectangular 
build. His hature combines. high- 
spirited temperament with extreme 
stolidity. Height—from about 40 to 
thie utmost 50 centimeters at shoul- 
der™ height; color—all pepper-and- 
salt colored or similar equal mix- 
tures, or pure> black; hair—dlose, 
strong and wiry, on the ‘hack seen 
against the grain, that is, neither 
short nor smooth; on the ‘ears, fore- 
head, legs and paws. shorter. 

There is smartness in this dog, 
with his clipped ears, dark, oval eyes 
and short-cut tail. His day in Amer- 
ica has arrived. 

Without a doubt the schnauzer 
measures up to the specifications of 
the- popular dog better than any of 
the many types that have been im- 
Ported to the Ameritan Continent, 
According to some fanciers, it is dif- 
‘ficult to find a fauit in the breed. 
The popularity of the schriauzer has 
been shown clearly at sevéral recent 
shows, where crowds of fanciers have 
gathered around the bench cages con- 
taining the German terriers. Spec- 
tators have not been disappointed in 
their first glimpse of the schnauzer, 
for he Is at once appealing, and his 
true qualities are displayed on closer 
acquaintanceship.

If occasionally. thé orchestra 
fe}t like ‘‘cutting loose,” up’ came 
Gericke's Jeft hand with a gentle but 
firnt eweep, and things died. down 
‘again to tonal beauty and> self-re- 
straint. 

He was very sensitive to the ever- 
varying conditions of acoustics which 
prevail in concert halls. In his opin- 
ion afternoon concerts sounded better 
than evening performances, because in 
the afternoons the concerts) were ‘at~- 
tended largely by ladies whose gar> 
merits . effected a softer { ahd more 
veiled quality of tone,- a’ compared 
to the evening concerts when thé gen- 
tlemen came, wearing stiff shirts 
which reflected sound. more~ harshly 
and thereforé helped to make the tone 
of the orchestra. over-brilliant.

To the Editor of The New. York Timea: 
Although I- am one. of. your. most 
emphatic admirers, Ibex leave to sub- 
mit the following: ‘objections to ‘your 
recent remarks on Mengelberg’s play- 
ing of Tchaikovsky's Fifth Symphony. 
‘Making. due :dilowance for the varia- 
bility of-individual reactions‘ahd per- 
Sonal opinions: and recognizing that’ 
all « erfticism “is fundamentally , sub- | 
jective. and: therefore im le of 
standardization, T nevertheless fail to 
understand how a critic of your note- 
worthy fineness of . perception can 
praise. Mr. Mengelberg’s flatntingly 
sentimental and Insolently patronizing 
reading of this symphony. ‘To men- 
tion.'a concrete instance: Mr. Men- 
gelberg deletes a large section of the 
last movement of this symphony. By 
what right does Mr, Mengelberg exeér- 
cise his. peculiar preferences: to the 
extent of imposing -an “arbitrary cen- 
sorship upon Tchaikovsky? Mr, Men- 
gelberg is not a person ‘of sufficient 
importance to arrogate to himself deci- 
sions of'so far. reaching a nature. Mr. 
Mengelberg’is not hired to. edit Tchai- 
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| Kovsky. If hé does not like Tchaikov- 


sky let him not play Tchaikovsky. 
We have yhad enough of the idiosyn- 
crasies of conductors.. Is At not time 
that we sought to obtain’ performers 
who will put the artist ahead of them- 
selves? Mr. Mengelberg most assur- 
edly does not. 

Furthermore, I protest, as an: ob- 
scure but close student of Tchaikov- 
sky, against the thoughtless habit of 
viewing him as the, "ko to speak, long- 
Mistance’ spoilt child of music.

f Tchaikovsky was sorry for himselt 
upon occasions, as you intimate. in 
your review, he may)well be excused, 
considering the rather nasty deal he 
got’ from his hysteric and. epileptic 
heredity. Let any one who disputes 
this try a hysteric or epileptic hered- 
ity foram year. dr -seand see how he 
likes it.. I have every confidence that 
a man who, like yourself, is: courage- 
ous and independent ‘enough to. risk 
social ostracism by saying.a good word 
for Verdi, will: agree with me that, 
whereas a large portion of Tchaikov- 
sky’s music is second-raté;' banal and 
archaic, so, for that matter, is a large 
portion of ‘yery nearly ‘everybody 
else’s..

than the others because they had been 


the victims of both armies during. the 


: conflict, and they have suffered more 
=. ince the Treaty of Versailles, 
though their tragedy is not so. dra- 


al- 


matic, because of their peculiar eco- 
momic situation. 

“During my trip~abroad I visited 
many. of the countries of Eastern Eu- 
rope, but in none did I find the con- 
dition of the Jews more pitiful than 
in Poland; for this is one of the, coun- 
tries which have been newly set..up 
since the war, with new frontiers and 
new. economic policies directed espe- 
cially to helping the peasants at the 
expense of the middlemen. The Jews 
are nearly all middlemen. That. has 
always been their fate. Barred from 
other trades than ‘trading,’ they have 
‘been subject to enmity ‘as traffickers 
in the products of work done by ether 
men, themselves consuming without 
producing. 


Can’t Emigrate to America.

Want the Right to Work. 


“T have been discussing. the general 
conditions which have affected all the 
people of Poland, the Jews. perhaps 
more disastrously than others. But 
there are Special conditions. which hurt 
the Jews and not the Poles. In-a total 

population of 27,000,000 the-Jews con- 
stitute about 17 per; cent. There are 
under civil service in -Government 
positiéns’ about half a ‘million persons, 
of whom less than'1 per cent.—-be- 
tween four.and five thousand all told— 
are-Jews.. There were labor bureaus 
which tried to find work for impover- 
ished Jews, and. one of them, I dis- 
covered, was’called the Right-to-Work 
Bureau. It. was.fighting solely for the 
privilege of working; and- one of. its 
members .told me‘-with an air ..of 
triumph that on a municipal trolley 
which. was being constructed work 
had: been promised for ten Jews. At 
the time’no Jews were employed on 
this: work. 

*In the Wafleberg Technicum, a 
school founded by a Jewish _philan- 
thropist for the education of his peo- 
ple; only~a ber ca percentage of Jews 
are now. pe ed to. study. . In medi- 
cine, a profession for which Jews have 
manifested noteworthy aptitude, only 
8% per cent. of them are allowed. In 
philosophy and philology the ratio is 
higher; ‘but if Jews take - up -these 
studies they-are fitted, when they com- 
plete. them,-for. no livelihood save 
teaching, and ‘they are unable to get 
positions as teachers. In the techni- 
cal high schools only 12 or 13 per cént. 
of the pupils are Jews, under the new. 
rules. ‘ 


"The Government is taking. over 
certain industries, such as tobacco and 
matches, as monopolies, and is throw- 
ing Jews out of them wherever they 
are found on the payrolls, on the os~ 
tensibleé- ground that they will sot 
work on. Saturdays... It is ‘true. that 
there are many .orthodox Jews in 
Poland, but. so. drastic _a measure 
affecting all Jews is brutal, 

“Qver the Jewish. artisan. hangs.a 
threat..which I heard being discussed 
everywhere I went. -There is pending 
in-the Sejm, the national assembly -of 
Poland, ‘what is’called the new Guild 
Iaw. It was introduced. on the pretext 
of. protecting the public from bad 
workmanship, and provides that .all 
artisans must pass a guild examina- 
tion; but as the guilds are, without 
exception, controlled by the Poles, it is 
apparent that no’ Jew- would havea 
chance to pass one: of these-examina- 
tions unless he applies to-the very 
much overcrowded ‘technical schools of 
the Ort. If.the measure. becomes: a 
law,; so. I ‘was told, it .will put ;thou- 
sands of Jews out of the only business 
they ‘know: 


**There is no law in Poland to pre- 
vent. Jewish children from attending 
public schools; but the anti-Semitic 
feeling runs so strong among the chil- 
dren that ‘it is absolutely nécéssary: for 
the Jews to maintain their Gwn grade 
institutions.. They are burdened. with 
these costs in addition to paying their 
‘share toward fhe support. of / 
which their children find it impossible 
te attend. The Government has legal- 
ized some of ‘the Ort technical schools, 
however, which has proved helpful. 


Need Credits for Tools.: 


‘What the Jews in Poland and else- 
twhere in Eastern Berope need, most is

Two of ‘the major operations under- 
taken by the Highway Department 
this year are in the vicinity of Phita- 
delphia. One is the improvement of 
Chester Pike between Darby and Ches- 
ter. The otter is the widening and 
improvement of the Lincoln Highway, 
or the Lancaster Pike, from the Phila- 
delphia city line to Downingtown. The 
improvement of these two important 
thoroughfares will do much to expe- 
dite the movement: of. traffic in and 
out of Philadelphia on the ‘west. 


Widening Important Highways: 

With the car tracks removed to the 
centre of the thoroughfere, Cheater 
Pike will have thirty-five feet of con- 
crete roadway, seventeen and one- 
half feet on either side of the tracks. 
The Lincoln Highway improvement is 
what is known as the duel type: of 
construction. Instead of tearing up 
the present bituminous surfacing, 
which still is in good condition, the 
road will be widened with a ten-foot 
strip of concrete on: either side'of the 
macadam. This will result in a forty- 
foot roadway from the city line to 
Devon. 

Still another important piece .of 
work undertaken in the Philadelphia 
district is the paving of Bristol Pike 
between Poquessing Creek at the city 
line and Neshaminy Creek, four miles 
distant. The old worn-out macadam 
is being torn out and replaced with 
concrete paving twenty feet wide. It 
is expected that this improvement will 
result in the diversion of much traffic 
from the LingoIn Highway, which 
parallels thé “Bristol Pike.

The State has let 
it be known legally that it may, need 
this land later. Any improvements 
made within the proposed eighty-foot 
right of way will be at the risk of the 
Owners. After the plans have been 
filed the State cannot be compelled to 
pay ages for any “building that 
may be erected subsequently se arcs 
the right of way.” 


20,000 Signs on Highway System. 

In order to decrease perils of motor 
travel, the department has erected 
danger signs calling attention to ateep 
grades, curves, railroad crossings and 
narrow bridges. . There are about 20,- 
000 signs on Pennsylvania State high- 
ways. Attention is being given to the 
placing of reflector signs and lights 
to act as. warnings at night. The 
erection of guard rails along steep em- 
bankments: and painting telegraph 
poles white hag been carried out on a 
large. scale.

“A pilot to qualify,” said’ Mr, Whit- 
beck, “should have -+had 400 hours in the 
air, 200: hours of which should have 
been behind a Liberty engine or one of 
similar size.
